M.S.A.D. *44 Board 
Approves Budget 
Of $2,432,657 


Following a two hour discussion 
at a special meeting at Telstar on 
Tuesday evening, the M. S. A. D. 
#44 board of directors approved 
a gross operating budget for fiscal 
year 1980 in the amount of 
$2,432,657, 

An attempt to remove $4,000 
from the administration section 
of the budget that had been de- 
signated for purchase of a com- 
puter to be utilized for payroll 
work and central district office 
bookkeeping was defeated. The 
board favored retaining the com- 
puter funds, casting five votes in 
favor of the motion and eight in 
opposition. 

In addition to the gross operat- 
ing budget of $2,432,657, the board 
approved a gross S. A. D. #44 
Adult Education Budget for FY80 
in the amount of $17,950 of which 
$8,745 must be raised locally. 

In addition, the directors approv- 
ed warrant articles that would ap- 
prove a NOVA operating budget 
for 1979-80 of $220,478. The S. A. 
D. #44 FY80 budget includes 
$43,195 as the district’s share of 
the NOVA budget. Also included 
in the warrant will be an article 
granting permission for $6,100 in 
NOVA Adult Education funds car- 
ried forward to be expended.

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Bethel Water District Announces 
Resumption of Fluoridation of Supply’ 


The Bethel Water District has 
resumed fluoridating the Béthel 
system’s water. The fluoridation 
of water supplies has been termed 
one of the most significant health 
advances in recent years. Fluoride: 
is an effective method to reduce 
tooth decay and should prove «to 
be an asset to the dental health of 
the community. The dosage and 
method of application are in ac- 
cordance with the Division of 
Health Engineering of the Depart- 
ment of Human Services guide- 
lines, At the prescribed dosage 
rate of between 1-1.2 parts per. 
million, fluoride is effective, but 
un-noticeable. 

Comments have been received 
by the Water District concerning 
the chlorine taste and odor in the 
Bethel system. This problem 
should’ essentially be eliminated 
due to proper’ administration and 
mionitoring of the chlorine dosage. 
The disinfection of drinking water 
is necessary in that it kills those

‘were responsible for the epidem- 
ics of the past, and insures a high 
quality safe water, Chlorine must 
be administered in proper dosages, 
if not, a chemical reaction will 
create noticeable taste and odor 
problems.

State Employee Pay Raise Issue 
Becomes Stalled 

For the third time this week the 
State employees pay raise compro- 
mise bill was defeated in the 
House. That compromise ‘which. 
had .been earlier approved in the. 
Senate has now been stalled for 
nearly a week. The compromise 
which hhad been worked out be- 
tween the Governor and union 
headers would place the cantrover- 
sy over «whether state employees 
should be forced to pay 80% of 
the union dues or be fired from 
their jobs into the courts, where 
the issue could be decided. The 
compromise also included about 
$10,000 .in state money which 
would be used to pay the state 
employees’ legal expenses. 

Disagreement over the compro- 
mise centers around several points: 
ad. The Legislature has never pas- 
sed a law to permit union security 
clauses in state employee con- 
tracts, and thus, the Governor did 
not have authority to include the 
80% union dues clause. 2. The 
court does not have the authority 
to make law, only to interpret it. 
Since there is no law concerning 
union security or “fair share” 
clauses, the Legislature should deal 
with this issue, not the courts. 3. 
Some question whether any citizen 
should be forced to pay tribute to 
a union for the privilege of work- 
ing for their own government, or 
face being fired from the jobs. 4. 
Many legal experts believe that 
$10,000 in state funds to assist 
state employees in battling this 
issue in the courts would be in- 
sufficient. The total legal costs 
could run into hundreds of thous- 
ands, and the court battle could 
asl for many years before being 
settled. Many do not wish to com- 
mit the Maine taxpayers to:a long 
term and expensive legal battle, 
believing that it should be taken 
care of iby the Legislature, and not 
paid for by the taxpayers. 

_The Speaker of the House de- 
cided to recall the issue évery day 
for a vote, beliéving that sooner or 
dater, the 101 votes needed for 
passage would be obtained. But 
each day the vote in favor. of the 


compromise gets smaller even with < 


the pressure that has been applied. 
Votes really began to erode after 
the rear window of Rep. Garsoe’s 
car was smashed during a demon- 
stration. Also having to cross state 
employees picket lines and to tol- 
erate the verbal abtise added to 
the tension, 

Late this week, the Governor 
recognized that the stalemate was’ 
not likely to be broken, and asked 
that the House table the bill for 
a few days, while the question is 
posed to the court as to whether 
the “fair share” clause is legal, It 
is doubtful that a positive response 
from the court will change many 
votes, as many lawmakers do not 
believe that the courts should be 
writing the laws—that is the con- 
stitutional right of the Legisla- 
ture,
